Was the man who had destroyed 
a mystic belief, held for nearly

the supreme authority in Japan, 
Zeus Olympias in the uniform 
of the United States Army. 


At the time. MacArthur's gi- 


gantic image rested largely on 
his record as a soldier. 


"MacArthur was the greatest 


general and best strategist that 
the war produced. He certainly 
outshone Marshall, Eisenhower 
arid all 
other American and 


British 
generals 
including 


Montgomery."

ish at the head of his class, and 
to end his military career as 
chief :of staff. 


In accomplishing the first, he 


racked up a 98.14 percent aver- 
age for four years in all sub- 
jects. It was never surpassed. 


Later, he fulfilled the second 


objective. But his career did not 
end there.

many-sided political and social 
problems. 


For 50 years, Japan had been 


leading a kind of schizophrenic 
existence — half-feudal, 
half- 


modern. Parliamentary forms, 
borrowed from the West, had 
been grafted, but not success-

The Diet had been merely a 


debating society. Elections had 
been all but meaningless. Real 
power, owing to a curleycue in 
the constitution, was vested in 
the hands of the armed forces. 


What kind of a constitution

Communists. 
MacArthur

More Control 
Over Military 
Advocated

CHAPEL HILL, N.C. (AP)- 


Sen. j. W. Fulbright, who only 
12 days ago touched off an ex- 
plosive debate on foreign policy, 
now says "the American people 
are not how exercising effective 
control over the military, and 
neither is the Congress." 


The charge by the chairman 


of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in a speech Sunday 
night at the University of North 
Carolina seemed almost certain 
to stir another controversy—this 
time with the Pentagon.

March 25 foreign policy speech 
richocheted through both halls 
of Congress, the State Depart- 
ment and the White House. It 
still is drawing fire 
in some 


quarters. 


His comments on the military 


came in a keynote speech to the 
1964 Carolina Symposium, a 
five-day series of lectures at the 
university on the topic "Arms 
and the Man: National Security 
and the Aims of a Free Soci- 
ety." 


Fulbright said the military es- 


tablishment has a vested inter- 
est in the continuation of the 
cold war and its higli military 
spending.

ever attempted by a government

reading what he says—it takes 
up a whole newspaper page—it 
still boils down to a few simple 
reasons that have always been 
obvious. 


The one thing he can't answer 


is about the South Viet Nam 
government 
itself: how thor- 


oughly and sincerely, through 
reiorms, will it give the people 
a reason for not being indiffer- 
ent to a Communist take-over? 


McNamara, who made several 


trips to South Viet Nam in Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy's time, 
recently returned from another 
one, 
undertaken for President 


Johnson. 


The purpose has always been 


the same: To see how the fight 
against the North Vietnamese 
Communists 
was 
going 
and 


what was needed to make it a 
success. Instead of getting bet- 
ter, the war has been getting 
worse. 


After

Diem's assassination in a mili- 
tary coup last November, the 
junta which took over was in 
turn thrown out in a second coup 
which made Maj. Gen. Nguyen 
Khanh the strongman. He is still 
there.

dren back if they were vacci- 
nated because they would be 
"unclean." 


Justice Jim Johnson dissent- 


ed from the 6 to 1 majority 
opinion written by Justice Snm 
Robinson. Johnson said the leg- 
islature, when it passed a com- 
pulsory school law, set a fine of 
$10 a day for violation and the 
courts did not have the right to 
increase this penalty—that is, 
to make the penalty loss of cus- 
tody of the children. 


"The precedent set here that 


permits the taking of the chil- 
dren at all is the vice that opens 
a Pandora's box which may 
haunt this court for years to 
come," Johnson wrote in his dis 
senting opinion. 


"One of the foreseeable spec- 


ters is the unfettered interfer- 
ence by the state Welfare De- 
partment in areas whre it has 
no legal standing whatsoever. 
This is the door that has been 
left open. History reveals that 
once a door is opened to an ad- 
ministrative 
agency, that door 


is not easily closed," Johnson 
wrote. 


The majority opinion said the 


Arkansas Constitution guaran- 
tees a citizen the right to wor- 
ship God in his own way. ''But 
it does not mean that he can 
engage in religious practices in- 
consistent with the peace, safe- 
ty and health of the inhabitants 
of the state and it does not 
mean that parents, on religious 
grounds, have the right to deny 
their children an education." 
the opinion said. 


Robinson wrote that many 


court decisions had held that 
"parents may be free to be- 
come martyrs, but it does not 
follow 
that they are free, in 


i d e n t i c a l circumstances, to 
make martyrs of their chil- 
dren." 


Robinson said the U.S. Su- 


preme Court had held that com- 
pulsory vaccination was not in- 
fringement 
on 
constitutional 
rights.
